'claims and specification. While nothing was agreed to as allowable, the interview did result in some agreements to 
push the case forward. 

101 Issues 

Some claims were pegged as being signals per se, based on the definition of computer-readable medium in the 
specification as including recordable and transmission media. Some claims were also considered software per se for 
failing to include mention of hardware storage or processors. 

It was suggested that the former problem be solved by amending the preamble to replace computer-readable medium 
with recordable medium. It was also suggested that the latter problem be solved by adding amendments to the : 
preamble and/or steps relating to a hardware component, i.e. executed by a computer processor, registering in a: 
server, and so forth. 

As for amending the specification, examiner is loath to suggest this path due to new matter issues and to possibilities 
that a transission medium embodiment may continue even with redacted statements. 

102 Issues 

Applicant suggested potential amendments to clarify the following limitations: 

1 . An end user (consumer) makes the association, rather than a content provider (business) or 3 rd party web 
developer. 

2. As such, this is the field of web page personalization, as opposed to web page development. 

3. In forming the association, the portlets share data with each other, such as there is at least one transmitting portlet 
and at least one receiving portlet at a particular time. 

4. In forming the association, the user selects whether the association is a single-use case or a permanent 
association. 

5. There is a mechanism for maintaining persistence, either on the client or servef side. 

If such amendments do occur, in combination with adequate remarks, it is agreed that they will amend around Jolley. 
More search and consideration is needed, with focus on IBM WebSphere, and with portal personalization attempts 
from Microsoft, Yahoo, and Google.
